RIPLEY COUNTY SCHOOL FUNDS 
TIED UP IN CLOSED BANKS 
MISSOURI LABOR FEDERATION

Cape Girardeau, 
December 
20.— 
Judge Jam es A. Finch is in Chicago 
today attending the funeral of W. A. 
Gilchrist, who died at his home there 
Thursday. 
Mr. Gilchrist 
was 
well 
known in Mississippi County, and by 
prom inent residents of other 
coun­ 
ties. 
He was trustee for the estatt 
that owned a tract of 21,000 acres of 
virgin tim ber 
land 
in 
Mississipp 
County, known as th e Three S tates 
Lum ber Co. tract. 
The land was in­ 
cluded in the spillway plan for flood 
control and not long ago the m attei 
was tried in the C ircuit 
Court 
at 
Charleston, in which 
Mr. Gilchrist 
took a leading part. 
It was his 
last 
visit to this section. 
For several years 
Gilchrist 
had 
resided in Chicago, leaving Memphis 
where he had previously lived, some 
years ago. 
Gilchrist had been trustee of 
the 
tim ber tract, only virgin tim ber area 
in the Mississippi Valley, since Aug- 
u.-t 18, 1902. 
His association 
with 
the lum ber company 
was 
inherited 
from his father, who was one of the 
three men who came 
to 
Southeast 
Missouri from Wisconsin and secured 
the Mississippi County tract. 
R. E 
Rusk and a man by the name of Owen 
were associated with Gilchrist’s f a th ­ 
er in securing this vast 
stretch 
of 
virgin timber, 
according 
to Judge 
Frank Kelly in whose court much 
of 
the legal business was transacted. 
Soon afte r the trac t was 
secured 
the owners endeavored to establish a 
sawmill and cut off some of the tim ­ 
ber, hut high w ater from the M ississ­ 
ippi River and drainage from the hill 
lands forced them to 
abandon 
this 
project. 
U nder a constitutional provision u 
foreign corporation could not enter a 
territo ry and m aintain its holding, 
for a period of longer than six years, 
unless business interests made such 
a necessity, it was pointed 
out 
by 
Judge Kelly. 
In 1918, Moore Haw 
then prosecuting atto rn ey 
of Miss­ 
issippi County, brought suit to con­ 
fiscate the land on the grounds th at 
this provision 
had 
been 
violated 
Judge Frank Kelly, presiding 
ovei 
Mississippi 
County 
Circuit 
Court 
fined the company $5000. 
In 1924 the heirs of Rusk and Owen 
estate brought suit against Gilchrist 
and the Three Sta te s 
Company 
to 
partition the land and sell it. 
A de­ 
gree for 
such 
was 
entered in the 
Mississippi court. 
Gilchrist resisted 
this partition on the 
grounds 
th a t 


Judge Kelly had no authority to te r ­ 
minate the trusteeship he had secured 
ove»- the tra c t of land. 
The State Su­ 
preme Court reversed the co u rt’s de 
cision and the trusteeship was 
con­ 
tinued. 
He asked that he be 
paid 
$300,000 for his trusteeship, but 
the 
court granted only $20,000. holding 
th at this salary of $10,000 annually as 
president w as sufficient compensation 
foi his service. 
During the World W ar when land 
prices went to a new peak, it was e s ­ 
tim ated by various business leaders 
th a t the tra c t could have been sold for 
$2,000,000 but an agreem ent 
for 
a 
sale was never executed. 
The estate has continued in its orig­ 
inal size and is now looked afte r by 
a caretaker. 
It has been fam ous as a 
gam e preserve and in recent 
years 
some of the tim ber has been removed 
by the Gideon-Anderson Lumber Co 
of Gideon.
